In addition to the serious depre­ 
cation of soil fertility and the de­ 
pletion of equipment and livestock, 
farm labor had become very scarce 
and expensive. 
So the European 
farmer had to contend with poor 
land and equipment and high wa­ 
ges. 
The resulting decreased pro­ 
duction is Illustrated by the pro­ 
duction figures. 
In Germany the 
average 
annual 
production 
of 
wheat from 1909 to 1913 was 4.2 
million tons, while 
the 
average 
from 1924 to 1926 was 2.7 tpns; 
the other leading crop— rye— de­ 
creased from 11.3 million tons to 
9.7 million tons. 
Of course a decreased total pro­ 
duction does not always mean that 
producers are in a poorer financial 
condition. 
It has been estimated, 
for instance, that our present crop 
of some 12 or 13 million bales will 
bring a larger total return than 
last year’s crop of 18 million bales. 
That is, we are getting a price 
which is about twice as high jus

greatly facilitated the production 
of fertilizer and is proving to be a 
great boon to the fanner. Strange­ 
ly enough the replacement of live­ 
stock and equipment has been hast­ 
ened in the continental countries 
by the uncertainty of monetary 
values. 
This was particularly no­ 
ticeable in Germany in 1922 and 
1923 when the mark was rapidly 
declining in value. 
Farmers im­ 
mediately exchanged their money 
incomes for machinery’, 
livestock 
and buildings rather than risk a 
decrease in the value of money. In 
many cases they reverted to tho 
ancient system of barter and had 
nothing to do with money. 
The process of restoring fertil­ 
ity to the land and replacing worn­ 
out equipment has been aided by 
the use of credit 
The govern­ 
ments of 
Germany 
and 
France 
have each established a large cen­ 
tral bank for the purpose of .se­ 
curing the best possible distribu­ 
tion of loanable funds in the coun­ 
try and to obtain additional funds 
! in foreign countries. Germany has 
a most excellent system of farm­ 
ers’ cooperative batiks which date 
from Frederick the Great s time. 
Before the war the German farm­ 
ing class was practically self-suf­ 
ficing so far as credit was concern­ 
ed. 
Farmers in need of loans bor­ 
rowed from the bank which had 
the surplus funds of other farm­ 
ers. 
But during 
the 
war theso 
banks became the empty shell of 
the old credit system. The great 
problem has been that of finding 


scale as do our wheat and cotton 
associations. 
The most universal and consis­ 
tent effort put forth by agricul­ 
tural leaders in Europe seems to be 
directed toward securing tariffs to 
protect the home market and raise 
the price of farm products. 
And 
the degree of success which they 
are having in this direction, varies 
greatly from one country to an­ 
other according to the power which 
farmers have in national affairs. 
In England of course the farmer is 
a negligible quantity’. 
Putting a 
tariff on a product 
to 
help one 
English farmer would mean rais­ 
ing the cost of living 
of 
about 
four laborers, merchants and man­ 
ufacturers. 
Under 
such 
condi-. 
tions, in s’prte of the fact that the 
National Farmers' Union contin­ 
ually lobbies for tariff measures 
and Stanley Baldwin occasionally 
makes ffalf-hcharted promises, a tar­ 
i f f is impossible. 
On the other extreme is Belgium

ment station has recently been es­ 
tablished in Germany for the sole 
purpose of studying the economic 
use of farm labor. 
The post war agricultural de­ 
pression in Europe has resulted in 
many improvements in marketing 
methods.

The number of cooper­ 
ative associations among German 
farmers has probably been increas­ 
ed 30 to 35 per cent since the war. 
While many of these farmers’ a ^ 
sociatioqs are organized for cred­ 
it, insurance, and other purposes 
than marketing, the function of 
selling farm products and buying 
farm ers’ supplies is being widely 
adopted by these organizations. At 
lea>t two nation-wide farm ers’ co- 
operatiw.s in Germany 
maintain 
central buying 
organizations 
in 
Berlin. 
Fertilizer, ntachinery, and 
building materials are bought on a 
large 
scale 
and 
distributed to 
farmers through the provincial and 
local societies. 
Cooperative 
pur­ 
chasing has always been the chief 
marketing function 
of 
these or­ 
ganizations, but cooperative sell­ 
ing is rapidly gaining. 
It is esti­ 
mated for instance, that 
25 per 
cent of all dairy products sold in 
Germany is now sold through far­ 
mers’ organizations. 
Likewise, an 
increasing percentage of grain and 
potatoes is being sold cooperative­ 
ly. 
While the continental fanners 
have expanded their marketing op­ 
erations, the English fanners have 
done little along this line except in 
the dairy 
sections, 
particularly 
with regard to the sale of whole 
milk. 
The only farmers’ organi­ 
zation of any great importance’

Union — 
seems to be engaged

However, the British Ministry of 
Agriculture is putting forth every 
effort to improve marketing meth­ 
ods through better standardization 
of farm products.
